HAD TO “BUY AN AIRSHIP 


Determined to Complete Flight to Cap-

WASHINGTON, July 13.—In a flight far 
more spectacular than his famous ride 
around New York Harbor, Harry\N. At-

THE NEW PRINCE OF WALES. 


The mediaeval ceremony of. the in- 
vestiture of the Prince of WaLns, { 
fthose who have supported the Income 


vived yesterday at Carnarvon, 

really a part of the huge coronation fes- 
tival which seems to be counted upon 
to stir up loyal feeling ‘in all parts of 
the United Kingdom that may serve 


as an offset to the discontent fostered 


by radicalism. ‘There is a cherished 
tradition that the first Prince of WALEs, 
Epwarp, son of King Epwarp I., was 
born in Carnarvon, and there pro- 
claimed ruler of Wales and authorized 
to hold the principality in trust for his 
royal father. Epwarp, who will be the 
eighth British King of that name when 
he succeeds to the throne, went through 
a modern imitation of that ceremony 
at the old castle yesterday. He and his 
royal father and mother were robed in 
a suite of rooms.which the first HDp- 
WARD and his wife occupied, according 
to tradition, and then, in the inner 
court of the castle, he assumed the cor- 
onet, the golden rod, and the. ring, 
promising to be the father of all Wales. 
Davip Luorp-Gmorcn, the radical 
Chancéllor of the Exchequer, who rep- 
resents Carnarvon in Parliament, 
viewed the ceremony, probably. with 
approval. It was doubtless a very 
pretty sight and can do no harm. 

The /English people unquestionably 
like such ceremonials. Even while they 
are debating the practical suppression 
of the legislative powers of the peers 
they believe firmly in the monarchy: as 
the mainstay of the nation. Socialism, 
radicalism, reappraisal and taxation 
of lands bestowed originally by the 
Crown upon faithful adherents g0 
hand in hand with steadfast loyalty to 
the revered monarchical institution, 

The boy of 18 years who’ was pro- 
claimed Prince of Watms yesterday 
has been brought up in a practical and 
sensible way. He is so young yet that 
his character has not developed, but he 
is more likely to follow in the sedate 
footsteps of his father than to pursue 
the gayeties which for two generations, 
at least, were associated with the title 
of Prince of WALES.

THE INCOME TAX ‘VOTE. 
The confessions of faith made by 


+Tax amendment are refreshingly frank. 
The best of all is that of the Arkanéas 
advocate of the amendment, who. de- 
clared that he was for it because for 
every dollar paid’ by Arkansas New 
York would pay a thousand dollars. 
This. belfef, or hope, is no doubt widely | 
entertained in the States of the West 
and South. Mr. Smirs, the leader of 
the Democratic majority in the Assem- 
bly, said in the debate on the resolution 
on Wednesday that “if there were any 
millionaires unpatriotic enough to move 
out in order to escape their just. bur- 
dens of taxation the country would be 
better off without them.” The zeal of 
the supporters of the amendment is 
kindled to a flame of enthusiasm when- 
ever-they reflect that the tax is all 
coming .out of the millionaires. They 
really believe that, apparently. They 
will be undeceived and, perhaps, much 
distressed, when the tax is applied. ~ 
A change of two votes in the Assem- 
bly from affirmative to negative would 
have defeated the amendment. It is 
amazing that this Republic income 
tax should have had — in 
a Democratic legislative body.- There 
is nothing Democratic about it. The 
amendment was of Republican origin, 
and it was brought forward not because 
the country stood in need of revenue 
but as a measure of party political ne- 
cessity. Mr. Brran.is a great income 
taxer. It is understood that he has 
mixed in the contest at Albany, and his 
influence may have had something to 
do with the result, But Bryanism is 
not Democracy. The Democrats who 
voted for the resolution have betrayed 
the interests of their State, they have 
given aid to men-who cherish designs 
not at all in the interests of this State. 
As Assemblyman Mernrirr pointed out, 
New York will pay about one-sixth of 
the entire amount raised by an Income 
Tax taw, and whatever that amount 
may be the South and West are ready 
to make use of it. The West wants 
$500,000,000 ‘for. deep-waterway im- 
provements. Billions could be spent on 
irrigation projects without satisfying 
the demand for expenditures of that 
nature. But let New York or any Hast- 
ern State ask for an appropriation, op- 
position develops at once. Senators and 
members from Western States fought 
valiantly against the small appropria- 
tion for protecting the forests of the 
White Mountain range in New Hamp- 
shire. New York City, which is the 
greatest source of postal revenue, has 
hard work to secure even decent ap- 
propriations for postal service. 
One innocent Asserniblyman declared 
that we need fear no injustice at the 
hands of Congress under an Income Tax 
law.. Some supporters of the tax have 
said that Congress would not impose 
any income tax unless in an extraordi- 
nary emergency, such as a foreign war. 
Having the power to lay the tax, we 
may be very sure that Congress will ex- 
ercise it. If f should happen that in- 
stead of assessing incomes of $5,000 
and over Congress should take it into 
its head to include incomes down to 
$1,000 or $500 we should hear loud cries 
from the West and South. Gov. 
Hueses pointed out a perfectly valid 
Treason why an amendment authorizing 
@ tax upon incomes “from whatever 
source derived ” should not be ratified. 
The income from Government bonds 
will be subject to taxation, although 
the bonds have been bought and afe 
held under the pledge of the Govern- 
ment that they are not taxable. That is 
a good and sufficient reason why this 
amendment should not have been rati- 
fied. It is not a wise policy for the 
rGovernment to break faith with the 
buyers of its‘borids. But there was no 
fiscal reason for authorizing an income 
tax, and should the necessary number 
of States ratify the amendment a source 
of taxation which the States should 
have reserved for themselves would be 
open. for Federal exploitation. It ts 
still to bo hopea that the amendment 
will fail, but the betrayal of New York 
into the hands of the income taxers 
makes its failure less probable. ;

ly mild should again be widely -adver- 
tised for what they are, not for what 
they pretend to be.in the lying announce- 
ments which—well, which they carmot at 
any price get into any column of_ this 
paper, * 
The one_surprising part of the Commis- 
sioner’s report is its revelation that about 
20 per cent. of the city’s civil servants 
borrow. money of these robbers, and pay 
for it, not fractions, but multiples, of 
the amount obtained, Municipal em- 
employés are supposed to be men of some 
intelligence, they are paid more than 
are other men doing the same sort of 
work, and their hours of labor are s0 
short that they have unusual oppor- 
tunity for adding to their incomes if these 
are inadequate for meeting. their needs 
or desires, They should be the last, it 
would seem, to put. themselves in the 
power of the sharks—the first to realize 
that ‘he who pays 400 per cent. interest, 
or even the 50 per: cent. which was the 
least charged-by any of the firms in- 
vestigated, is headed straight to ruin 
and frremediable bankruptcy. 

It is impossible to believe that any 
large proportion of these loans are oon- 
tracted in emergencies so desperate as to 
compel the immediate obtaining of money 
at any price, A good many of them must 
be made in sheer reckless Improvidence, 
to render possible expenditures useless 
or worse, and there may be more than 
a little truth in the statement of one of 
the sharks, to the effect that he charges 
the rates he does because so many of his 
debtors exhaust their ingenuity in try- 
ing to avoid payment when the day of 
reckoning comes, and decause not a few 
of them succeed in doing it—ard him. 

Of course, that is an explanation, not 
an excuse, but ft is a fact that one can- 
not have much sympathy for “ victims” 
who would be fairly or quite safe from 
this particular form of exploitation if 
it were not for théir own egregious folly.

As Mrs. Stillings was out of town, the 
police communicated in the first instance 
with ex-Police —— Thomas F.

Mr. Stillings was born in the Twenty- 
first Ward on March 28, 1857, and was 
educated in the public ‘schools and in 
Claverack Academy and _ studied — at 
the Columbia University Law School.

ashington Heights district. He became 

a member of the Tammany Hall General 
Committee in 1880 and oined the Execu- 
tive Committee -in 1892, when he was 
chosen as district leader.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Controller of 
the Currency Lawrence O. Murray has 
asked bankers in thirty-two large cities 
to adopt the nlan of ‘having a clearing 
house examiner. In a letter to the bank- 
ers to-day the Controller says if he were 
to receive all the power for which he 
might ask, and if the State banking au- 
thorities) were similarly equipped, the 
combination could rot equal the effi- 
ciency of a clearing house examiner as 
a force for sound banking. 

In large cities, where the cost of such 
an examiner would be no burden upon 
banks, Controller Murray urges that the 
Clearing House Association employ such 
an official; In smaller cities he proposes 
@ plan of co-operation between National 
and State bank examiners and the clear- 


“The banking power of the United 
tes is now approximately $21,000,000,- 
” says the Controller in his letter, 
“a sum greater than the combined bank- 
ing power of the United Kingdom, Ger- 
many, and France. No .stone ought to 
be left unturned to safeguard the hand- 
ling of this great wealth. If we are to 
have supervision of banks at all let us 
have the best that can be had. And by 
all means.let us have it in our reserve 
cities. That supervision ~is not by the 
National examination and controk it is 
not by the State examination and: con- 
trol.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


The Duty on incompleted Collar and 
Cuff Buttons Is Made Lower. 


A controversy regarding the classifica- 
tion of buttons was decided yesterday: by 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers in favor of D. 8S, Meese & Brother 
of New York. The merchandise, which 
consists of incomplete collar and cuff but- 
tons, vas assessed by Collector Loeb at 
the rate of 50 per cent. ad: valorem as 
“buttons not specially provided for" un- 
der the present tariff. 

The claim of the protestants Js that the 
articles are dutiable as ‘‘ manufactures 
of metal,”’ or else at three-quarters of 1 
cent per line per .gross, and 15 per 
cent. ad valorem as-buttons of metal not 
specially provided for. Judge Somerville 
states in his decision that there is a dif- 
ference, between the provision in the act 
of 1887 and ‘the present law. He says that 
the provision for collar buttons or cuff 
buttons and studs in the act of 1897 was 
not limited to the material out of whicna 
such buttons —3* be composed, whereas 
the present tariff énumerates only collar 
or cuff. buttons and studs, —— 
wholly of bone, mother.of pearl, or ivory. 

That description, according to the 
Judge, does not include the articles un- 
der consideration. The merchandise there- 
fore is telegated to that part of Para- 
graph 427 which provides for buttons of 
metal, not specially provided for. The 
protests making this claim are sustained 
and the Collector’s decision reversed with 
instructions to reliquidate the entry ac- 
cording! ¥;

Negotiations which seem likely to suc- 
ceed are under way for the sale of the 
Mexican oil properties, owned by Lord 
Cowdray, to the Texas Oil Company. 
Executive officers. of: the company, ac- 
companied by experts, have inspected the 
Pearson and Mexican Eagie Petroleum 
fields, ‘and, while it was learned yesterday 
that no agreement has yet been arrived 
at, it is believed that before Lord Cow- 
dray leaves New. York he will have 
reached an understanding with the —— 
company. 

Lord Cowdray, ‘who. is staying at the 
St. Regis, was at the offices of the Texas 
company. yesterday. 


. ‘The Pearson syndicate has large hold- 


ings of oi! lands near Tampico and at 
Minatitlan. It has been engaged in ex- 
pensive competition with the Waters- 
Pierce interests and is reported to, have 
sunk large sums in the developing of its 
oil business without realizing much profit. 


with the Waters-Pierce Company and it 
is supposed that with the transfer of the 
Pearson holdings the Mexican business 
will be put back upon a profitable basis. 
A large part of the oii produced in the 
Tampico district is marketed’ in Mexico, 
It is a heavy oil, simi.ar’to that prodtced 
in the California fields. 

It could not be learned -on what terms 
the sale of'the Pearson lands will be ef- 
fected, if the negotiations go through. 
The syndicate’s possessions are, very 
large and it is not known how mich of 
them aré oi: Jands, but a man familiar 
with the situation said that the Texas 
company’s experts will probably find 
many thousand acres which have no oil, 

The Texas company hate engrossed most 
of the attention be John W. Gates in re- 
cent years. It was formed in 1902 and 
Mr. Gates has taken great pride in its 
development. The company has grown 
rapidly and has been preparing to enter 
into active competition with the Standard 
Oil Company for Yoreign business. Mr. 
Gates’s present trip abroad was said to 
have been undertaken. in connection 
with a project for the establishment of a 
fleet of oil boats for export business, - 

The Texas Company was organized in 
1902 with $2,000,000 capital, and now has 
a capital of $50, 000,000." Most of the in- 
crease has been in the past two or three 
years, the stock outstanding having been 

ncreased in 1910 from $18,000,000 to $36,- 
000,000, partly. by the payment of a 50 
per cent. stock dividend. 

Early this year the stock was increased 
to $50,000,000, to. be issued at the disecre- 
tion of the board, and at about the same 
time $20,000,000 6 per cent. convertible 
debentures were authorized. Of ag > 
$12,000,000 were sold and 
served to retire maturing ob igations, the 
balance of $5,000, being held in the 
treasury for improvements and extensions.
